Trust Funds. 


Herewith is a statement of trust funds now in our possession 
and the disposition which has been made of the same. 


THE COL. THOMAS NESMITH FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town and six per 
cent. interest to be paid annually for the purchase of books for 
the Nesmith Library. It is invested in the Town of Wind- 
ham. This fund was given in May, 1871. 


GEORGE WILSON FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town, and the in- 
come to be expended in beautifying and fertilizing the ceme- 
tery on the hill. It is deposited in the Mechanics Bank, 
Nashua. This fund was given Jan. 21st, 1893. In about 
three months after the deposit was made the bank was put 
into the hands of a receiver. The bank has paid two divid- 
ends of fifteen per cent. eaeh, the balance still remaining in 
the bank, with prospect of a small dividend in the future. 
Mr. Wilson kindly supplements his gift by sending his check 
of five hundred dollars, to make good to the town the possible 
loss on the deposit. It is invested in the Town of Windham. 
This check was received May Ist, 1896. 


DORA HASELTINE FUND. 


Five hundred dollars was given to the town, and six per 
cent. interest to be paid annually in the care of the cemetery 
on the plain. It is invested in the Town of Windham. This 
fund was given May Ist, 1896.

We herewith submit the twelfth annual report of the 
School Board. 


New furniture has been placed in house No. 1, which 
adds greatly to the appearance of the room, and to the 
comtort of the pupils. 


The No. 7 school was opened for the fall term (the first 
time for many years) with eight scholars, all of whom 
seemed to be imbued with a strong desire to acquire an 
education. The record of attendance is something re- 
markable, when we consider that the pupils were all new 
to the house, and had no associations connected with it to 
draw them to it, or to keep them together, after they were 
there. 


The oll of Honor seems to hold its own in point of 
numbers, but we are sorry to see that some names with 
which we have become familiar, are missing from it in 
some terms. Owing to the opening of our No. 7 school, 
the last term was short, and as there is every reason to be- 
heve that it will have to be kept open the coming year, 
at least, we see no hope for a longer school year than the 
last if as long, unless our funds are increased. 


We should have at least two hundred dollars more than 
we had last year, if we would bring our schools anywhere 
near the average of the past few years. 


It seems too bad that the children of the town should 


spend more than half the year in idleness, when they 
really have so short a life in which to attend school.
